Noiseless Wheels— A Hew Invention. 
In this instance the invention consists iti 


the application of a solid band of vulcanized 
India rubber over the iron tire of the wheel. 
The India rubber is held in -its place , by- 
its own elasticity. The band of an ordina- 
ry carriage wheel is about an inch to am 
inch and a Lalf in thickness, and, unless on 
close inspection, no difference from the 
common iron-shod wheel is perceptible. — 
We have driven some distance in a carriage 
with the wheels so shod, and were struck, 
not only with their noiselessness, but at the 
perfect smoothness of the motion — the 
wheels being, in fact, springs, and, by their 
elasticity, g v n g a lighter draught than 
with the iron tire. We have seen one set- 
of wheels which have been driven 4.000 
miles; they have here and there a trifling 
cut, but show no appearance 01 bein« worn 
out, and seeni quite capable of another 
three or fuur_ thousand. 
An iron tire is 


gencially worn. out in 3,OOU miles, so that 
the India rubber tire has so far proved it- 
self the more lasting. 
It is certainly a. 


great addition to the luxury of it carriage 
to have it run without jar or noise; and it 
wnuld be a universal comfort to have the 
streets of cities without the present inces- 
sant rattle of carriages, omnibuses, &c. —

The best and 
cleanest thing to use is a little sweet ,oil,. 
rubbed upon the affected part (after the 
corn is carefully pared) with the finger, 
which should be done on getting up in the 
morning, and just befoie stepping* into bed 
at night.

THE LOCUSTS. 


Tlie following description of the charac- 


ter and Imbits of tho Locust, by Dr. 0. H. 
Smith, of Baltimore, will be interesting to 
our readers: 


About the 15th. of June*thcy couimcncc 


depositing their eggs. Thia is a very in- 
teresting sight. 
You will sec one attached 


to a limb or twig, and it will not fly away 
as you approach. 
Look closely, aud you 


will see it excavating |a hole iu the limb 
with its curious 
ovipositor. 
Watch it 


closely, and as soon as it has inserted the o- 
vipositor completely into the limb, take 
hold of the insect aud gently but quickly 
draw it forwards, and apply the point of 
the ovipositor to tho palm of the band, 
when you will sec two eggs ejected into 
your hand in quick succession. 
They de- 


posite two eggs at each insertion of tlic ovi- 
positor, and generally five to ten pairs in 
each place on the limb. 
She then gucs to 


other places on the same limb, or to some 
other liinb, and repeats the operation, till 
she has liiid about four huudrcd eggs. 
The 


eggs are white, or pearl color, about the 
twelfth of an inch long, and about one 
sixth as thick as they are long. It is this 
operation that destroys the small limbs, 
the excavatipns_cutting off the sap vessels. 
The time of depositing the eggs continues 
till about the 20th of June, when they 
cease. 
All kinds of trees and shrubs are 


selected by them for their dcposites, except 
pines, or other turpentine trees. 
They do 


not seem to select the hardest nor the soft- 
est wood, but that which is about the size 
of their bodies or less, seems to bo chosen ; 
the operation requiring them to grasp the 
sides of the limb with their claws, which 
they could not do so well if the limbs weie 
large. By grasping firmly with their claws, 
they are able to make great pressure upon 
•the point of the ovipositor, and thus effect 
their object. 


From the 1st to the 20th of June, all 


shrubbery of value should be protected, ei- 
ther by carefully covering ifc with cheap 
gauze, or in the case of pot plants, by keep- 
ing them in the house. 


About the 25th of July the eggs will be 


ready to hatch. 
Then take a limb contain- 


ing them, cut carefully till you expose the 
eggs, and take them in tbe palm of the 
hand, and they will hatch in a few minutes. 
The little insect frees himself from the egg- 
shell precisely in the same way that the 
large one did in the spring, by rupturing 
the shell on his back. As soon as he is 
fairly out of the shell he starts off briskly 
in search of food. Let him go to the 
ground and you will see him work his way 
into ifc; follow him, and'you will see him 
attach himself to the tender roots of grass 
and other vegetables, and commence taking 
up the liquid exudation from the surface 
•with his little rostrum or snout. 
The ob- 


servations can only be made with a good 
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that arc told of children beini 
their sting or bite, are fabulous 


magnifying glass. By the aid of the glass 
you will see the young insect has every fea- 
ture and member precisely the same as the 
large one had when he came from the 
ground in the spring. By carefully watch- 
^ng> Jou will see the young insect coming 
out of the ground. 
You can sometimes see 


great numbers falling from high trees.— 
They are like little motes in the air, and 
require sharp sight to see them. 
They are 


so small, and their apparent specific gravity 
so inferior, that they are not injured by the 
fall. 


About the 25th of June, the old locusts 


will have disappeared altogether. 


The locusts do not go deep in the 


ground. 
They live upon the vegetable 


juices of the roots near the surface, which 
they take with their snouts or rostrum.— 
There are three small hairs in the snout 
which, in feeding, are projected and spread 
•out over the surface of the root or leaves 
of trees, and these collect the juice and con- 
vey it, by capillary attraction, to the stom- 
ach ! You can see this operation ver3' dis- 
tinctly in the perfect insect, by watching it 
with a magnifying glass. They have no 
mouth or means of taking food either in 
fac larva or winged state. 


The ovipositor is a most curious instru- 


ment. It is about three-eighths of an inch 
long, of the size of a small pin, flattened at 
the point, and the whole forming a moder- 
ate curve. It is composed of a material ve- 
ry much resembling tortoise shell, of a 
•dark reddish brown color. It is composed 
•of three pieces—a centre piece, which is 
the tube or duct, and two side pieces. The 
centre piece or tube has a very sharp chis- 
el-formed point, with two sharp projecting 
points, one above, the other below the ori- 
fice, resembling a fish's mouth. 
The two 


«ide pieces are supplied with saw teeth on 
their edges, and their flat faces are rasps, i 
They are attached to the centre piece by j 
tongue and groove. 
In use the centre j 


piece is fixed firmly to the bark, and the 
two side pieces commence working up and 
down, first one and then the otbcr,altematcl v, 
and thus the excavation is made. All this, 
however, can only be seen with the aid of 
a powerful magnifying g'ass. Qa looking 
at the instrument with the naked eye, no 
.such mechanism would be suspected.

custs, will be the industry with which they 
will hud the hogs rooting up (ho ground in 
April, in the woods and fields. It is a 
great festival for them.

the iusccts appear above the ground, chick- 
ens, turkeys, and all poultry will also have 
their feast. 
So fond are the fowls, biids, 


pigs, &c., of those insects, that they will 
scarcely touch other food during tho locust 
season.^ This has a remarkable cflcct on 
all hen's eggs l.iid after the locusts appear 
—their yolks arc nearly white. 
The chick- 


ens become very fat and of line flavor.— 
Even the little wren will be been fljini: 0fT 
with a locust in iu mouth, and all the iu- 
scc'iivorous birds then have a great festival. 


In conclusion, people ought not to be a- 


larmed.

dy, for the best of all reasons—because it 
hastione.

Larva of the ^ceentetn-Yeur Locust.— 


(Ciradd tirptem-decrm.')—Dr. Everett, of 
the Patent Oiiice, has presented to us a 
branch of pine in which the e^g* of the lo- 
cust have been deposited. 
The secretion of 


the pine where it has been pierced todepo- 
site these eggs has a foam-like appeal anee, 
from the action of tbe lurva on it. 
Many 


pine trees now show a dozen or more of 
such foamy spots. The eggs of the insect 
are usually hatched in fifteen or sixteen 
days, when they change to the second con- 
dition, that of larva; in a few days after- 
wards these drop to the ground, and com- 
mence their seventeen years' pilgrimage in 
the earth, bu-rowing down by the roots of 
trees, from two to three fuut deep.— Tele- 
graph.

pitied or ridiculous. -The cause of corns, 
and likewise of the torture they occasion, is 
simple friction; and to lessen friction you 
have only to use your toe as you do in like 
circumstances, a coacli wheel—lubricate 
it with some oily substance. 
The best and 


cleanest thing to use is a little sweet oil,, 
rubbed upon the affected part (after, the 
corn is carefully pared) with the finger, 
which should be doae.on getting up in the 
morning, and just before stepping 5nto;bed 
at uight. In a few days tbe pain -will dim- 
inish, and in a few days more it will cease, 
when tbe nightly application may be dis- 
continued.

-The cause of corns, 
and likewise of the torture they occasion, is 
simple friction; and to lessen friction you 
have only to use your toe as you do in like 
circumstances, a coacli wheel—lubricate 
it with some oily substance. 
The best and 


cleanest thing to use is a little sweet oil,, 
rubbed upon the affected part (after, the 
corn is carefully pared) with the finger, 
which should be doae.on getting up in the 
morning, and just before stepping 5nto;bed 
at uight. In a few days tbe pain -will dim- 
inish, and in a few days more it will cease, 
when tbe nightly application may be dis- 
continued.

THE LOCUSTS. 


Tlie following description of the charac- 


ter and Imbits of tho Locust, by Dr. 0. H. 
Smith, of Baltimore, will be interesting to 
our readers: 


About the 15th. of June*thcy couimcncc 


depositing their eggs. Thia is a very in- 
teresting sight. 
You will sec one attached 


to a limb or twig, and it will not fly away 
as you approach. 
Look closely, aud you 


will see it excavating |a hole iu the limb 
with its curious 
ovipositor. 
Watch it 


closely, and as soon as it has inserted the o- 
vipositor completely into the limb, take 
hold of the insect aud gently but quickly 
draw it forwards, and apply the point of 
the ovipositor to tho palm of the band, 
when you will sec two eggs ejected into 
your hand in quick succession. 
They de- 


posite two eggs at each insertion of tlic ovi- 
positor, and generally five to ten pairs in 
each place on the limb. 
She then gucs to 


other places on the same limb, or to some 
other liinb, and repeats the operation, till 
she has liiid about four huudrcd eggs. 
The 


eggs are white, or pearl color, about the 
twelfth of an inch long, and about one 
sixth as thick as they are long. It is this 
operation that destroys the small limbs, 
the excavatipns_cutting off the sap vessels. 
The time of depositing the eggs continues 
till about the 20th of June, when they 
cease. 
All kinds of trees and shrubs are 


selected by them for their dcposites, except 
pines, or other turpentine trees. 
They do 


not seem to select the hardest nor the soft- 
est wood, but that which is about the size 
of their bodies or less, seems to bo chosen ; 
the operation requiring them to grasp the 
sides of the limb with their claws, which 
they could not do so well if the limbs weie 
large. By grasping firmly with their claws, 
they are able to make great pressure upon 
•the point of the ovipositor, and thus effect 
their object. 


From the 1st to the 20th of June, all 


shrubbery of value should be protected, ei- 
ther by carefully covering ifc with cheap 
gauze, or in the case of pot plants, by keep- 
ing them in the house. 


About the 25th of July the eggs will be 


ready to hatch. 
Then take a limb contain- 


ing them, cut carefully till you expose the 
eggs, and take them in tbe palm of the 
hand, and they will hatch in a few minutes. 
The little insect frees himself from the egg- 
shell precisely in the same way that the 
large one did in the spring, by rupturing 
the shell on his back. As soon as he is 
fairly out of the shell he starts off briskly 
in search of food. Let him go to the 
ground and you will see him work his way 
into ifc; follow him, and'you will see him 
attach himself to the tender roots of grass 
and other vegetables, and commence taking 
up the liquid exudation from the surface 
•with his little rostrum or snout. 
The ob- 


servations can only be made with a good 
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that arc told of children beini 
their sting or bite, are fabulous 


magnifying glass. By the aid of the glass 
you will see the young insect has every fea- 
ture and member precisely the same as the 
large one had when he came from the 
ground in the spring. By carefully watch- 
^ng> Jou will see the young insect coming 
out of the ground. 
You can sometimes see 


great numbers falling from high trees.— 
They are like little motes in the air, and 
require sharp sight to see them. 
They are 


so small, and their apparent specific gravity 
so inferior, that they are not injured by the 
fall. 


About the 25th of June, the old locusts 


will have disappeared altogether. 


The locusts do not go deep in the 


ground. 
They live upon the vegetable 


juices of the roots near the surface, which 
they take with their snouts or rostrum.— 
There are three small hairs in the snout 
which, in feeding, are projected and spread 
•out over the surface of the root or leaves 
of trees, and these collect the juice and con- 
vey it, by capillary attraction, to the stom- 
ach ! You can see this operation ver3' dis- 
tinctly in the perfect insect, by watching it 
with a magnifying glass. They have no 
mouth or means of taking food either in 
fac larva or winged state. 


The ovipositor is a most curious instru- 


ment. It is about three-eighths of an inch 
long, of the size of a small pin, flattened at 
the point, and the whole forming a moder- 
ate curve. It is composed of a material ve- 
ry much resembling tortoise shell, of a 
•dark reddish brown color. It is composed 
•of three pieces—a centre piece, which is 
the tube or duct, and two side pieces. The 
centre piece or tube has a very sharp chis- 
el-formed point, with two sharp projecting 
points, one above, the other below the ori- 
fice, resembling a fish's mouth. 
The two 


«ide pieces are supplied with saw teeth on 
their edges, and their flat faces are rasps, i 
They are attached to the centre piece by j 
tongue and groove. 
In use the centre j 


piece is fixed firmly to the bark, and the 
two side pieces commence working up and 
down, first one and then the otbcr,altematcl v, 
and thus the excavation is made.

the pine where it has been pierced todepo- 
site these eggs has a foam-like appeal anee, 
from the action of tbe lurva on it. 
Many 


pine trees now show a dozen or more of 
such foamy spots. The eggs of the insect 
are usually hatched in fifteen or sixteen 
days, when they change to the second con- 
dition, that of larva; in a few days after- 
wards these drop to the ground, and com- 
mence their seventeen years' pilgrimage in 
the earth, bu-rowing down by the roots of 
trees, from two to three fuut deep.— Tele- 
graph.

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THE LOCUSTS. 


Tlio followiug description of the charac- 


ter and habits of the Locust, by Dr. 0. JJ. 
SuiitL, of Baltimore, will be interesting to 
our readers: 


About the 15th of June*they commence 


depositing their eggs.' This is a very in- 
teresting sight. 
You will sec oue attached 


to a limb or twig, and it will not fly away 
as you approach. 
Look closely, and you 


will see it excavating |a hole iu the limb 
with its curious ovipositor. 
Watch it 


closely, and as soon as it has inserted tbc o- 
vipositor completely into the limb, take 
iold of the insect and gently but quickly 
draw it forwards, and apply the point of 
the ovipositor to the palm of tbc band, 
when you will see two eggs ejected into 
your hand in quick succession. 
Tboy de- 


positc two eggs at each insertion of the ovi- 
positor, and generally five to ten pairs in 
each place on the limb. She then goes to 
other places on the same limb, or to some 
other liinb, and repeats the . operation, till 
she has laid about four hundred e^s. The 
eggs are white, or pearl color, about the 
twelfth of an inch long, and about one 
sixth as thick as they are long. It is this 
operation that destroys the small limbs, 
the excavations cutting off the sap vessels. 
The time of depositing the eggs continues 
till about tbc 20th of June, when they 
cease. All kinds of trees and shrubs arc 
selected by them for their deposites, except 
pines, or other turpentine trees. 
They do 


not seem to select tbc hardest, nor the soft- 
est wood, but that which is about the size 
of their bodies or less, seems to bn chosen ; 
the operation requiring them to grasp the 
sides of the lirab with their claws, which 
they'could not do so we'l if the limbs were 
large. 
By grasping firmly with their claws, 


they are able to make great pressure upon 
the point of the ovipositor, and thus effect 
their object. 


From the 1st to the 20th of June, all 


shrubbery of value should be protected, ei- 
ther by carefully covering it with cheap 
gauze, or in the case of pot plants, by keep- 
ing them in the house. 


About the 25th of July the eggs will be 


ready to hatch. Then take a limb contain- 
ing them, cut carefully till you expose the 
eggs, and take them in tbc palm of the 
hand, and they will hatch in a few minutes. 
The little insect frees himself from the eg2- 
snell precisely in the same way that the 
large one did in the spring, by rupturing 
the shell on his back. As soon as he is 
fairly out of the shell he starts off briskly 
in search of food. 
Let him go to the 


ground and you will see him work his ivay 
into it; follow him, and'you will see him 
attach himself to the tender roots of grass 
and other vegetables, and commence taking 
up the liquid exudation from the surface 
with his little rostrum or snout. 
The ob- 


servations can only be made with a good 
magnifying glass. 
By the aid of the glass 


you will see the young insect has every fea- 
ture and member precisely the same as the 
large one had when he came from the i 
ground in the spring. By carefully watch- 
ing, you will see the young insect coming 
out of the ground. 
You can sometimes see 


great numbers fulling from high trees.— 
They are like little niotcs in the air, and 
require sharp sight to see them. 
They are

Probably the (first indication many per- 


sons will have of the approach of the lo- 
custs, will be the industry with which they 
will find the hogs rooting up (he ground in 
April, in the woods and fields. It is a 
great festival for them. 
And as soon as 


the insects appear above the ground, chick- 
ens, turkeys, and all poultry will also have 
thoir feast. 
So fond are the fowls, birds, 


pigs, £c., of these insects, that they will 
scarcely touch other food during the 'locust 
season. 
This has a remarkable effect on 


all hen's eggs luid after the locusts appear 
— their yolk's arc nearly w/it'ln. 
The chick- 


ens become very fat and of fine flavor. — 
Kvcn the little tvrou will bo seen flying off 
with a locust in its mouth, and all the in- 
scclivorous birds then have a great festival. 


]n conclusion, people ought, not to be a- 


larmed.

'••Sting" of the locust never killed any bo- 
dy, for the best of all reasons — because it 
has none. The insect has neither means 
of offence nor defence; and all the stories 
(tiiil, urc told of children being killed by 
their sting or bite, are fabulous-T 
If death 


ever was produced, or any loss injury when 
locusts were present, some other cause ef- 
fected it. 


Larva of the ticernlcrii-Ycar Lo>:v.sL — 


(C'iciu/H. tfepttim-dcccm.') — Dr. Everett, of 
the Patent Office, has presented to us a 
branch of pine in which the eggs of the lo- 
cust have been deposited. 
The secretion of 


the pine where it has been pierced todepo- 
site these eggs has a foam-like appearance, 
from the action of the krva on it. 
Many 


pine trees now show a dozen or more of 
such foamy spots. 
The eggs of the insect 


•ire usually hatched in fifteen or sixteen 
days, when they change to the second con- 
dition, that of larva; in a few days after- 
wards these drop to the ground, and com- 
mence their seventeen years' pilgrimage in 
the earth, burrowing down by the roois of 
trees, from two to three feet deep. — Tele- 
graph.

tht depth beneath, hut more than sixty feet 
of rope were employed in vain ; no bottom 
could be reached. 
A lighted candle was 


then let down, but its light gave no hopeful 
indication, except that the pit was free from 
cliokc damp or impure air as far down as 
the caudle descended. 
Night came on, and 


all further efforts bad to be for the time a- 
bandoiicd. 
On the next day further trials 


were made of the depth of the pit, but with 
no better success. 
In despair the frantic- 


parents were about to give up all hopes of 
recovery or relieving their little innocent, 
and preparations were being made to close 
up the mouth of the pit to prevent a like oc- 
currence in the future, when it was suggest- 
ed and agreed upon that another and final 
effort, should be made by letting some indi- 
vidual down by ropes to examine the nature 
of the abyss, and ascertain if there was any 
encouragement for further efforts to be 
found below. 
A brother of the lost child 


undertook the fearful task. 
Cords were 


fastened arouud his waist and limbs, and 
one to his wrist, by which he might indicate 
to those above his wishes either to descend 
or to be drawn up. 
He was swung off and 


slowly lowered, until having gone to the 
depth of about fifty feet, he looked below 
him, and there shone through the thick 
darkness two glistening ejes intently look- 
ing upward. 
In another moment he was 


standing on a shelf or angle in the shaft 
with the child clasped to his bosom. 
He 


fastened the little fellow securely to his own 
body, and bidding him take the rope firmly 
in his bands, the signal was given to draw 
up. 
The child hung convulsively to the 


rope, and iu a few minutes they arose with- 
in view of the hundred anxious spectators 
who had assembled to witness the result: 
and when the first glimpse of the little fel- 
low alive caught their eager gaze, screams 
and shouts of joy from the excited multi- 
tude filled the air, and big tears of sympathy 
started from the eyes of every beholder.— 
After the first paroxysms of delight had 
subsided, the child was examined to see if 
it had sustained any injury, and, extraordi- 
nary to tell, with the exeeption of a little 
bruise on the back of his head, it was per- 
fectly sound and unhurt.

plaint it made was that it was hungry, bc- 
ng nearly twenty-seven hours under the 
around.
